Her mother was a direct 
dasoendant of Bir Philip Vranaia, who is i 
baltaved to have baan tba author of tha i 
celebrated political essays whiah Startled j 
all England from ITft'J to 1777, and which 
were signeil .luniiis. 

When she was Init seventcon years of 
age MiHS I'Aiiliiie met at Swaii!ii.-a, where 
she vNa-i vi.^iiiiin soiae yoimj( Irieiids and 
writing pn-lry de<L'rij;tivt( of tiio coast 
of Wales, Mr. Waitur 1*. ItcnjaDiin. 
a nephew of Judab 1'. Uenjamin, at 
ona time treasurer of the Confederate 
States of America. Tba voung man, 
who was a South Carolinian by birth, was 
handsome and elavar bat, anfortonataly, { 
poor.

Having cleared 
the harbor, when about four miles otf 
Chapel klaiKi, target praa ti eo was had, 
after whioh, at about 6 p. Ok, tba naTlgator, 
Lieutenant Wyckoff, took tba dapartora of 
Chapal Island on the starboard beam, 
and about two miles distant. The coursa 
was set at southwest, ttirea-eightba 
aantb, whioh was bald until aboot ftl6 p. 
m„ wban Coanander Mullaa aama on 
daek and at tbe request of lieutenant 
Wyckofl^ allowed the vessel to be slowed to 
one bell^ond hauled off to southweftt, one- 
balf south, to give the Urothcrx llocks » 
greater clearance. The cotDiuan>ler and 
the uavi>;aior th<*n wuut into the chari- 
nxim together and ther*- lieutenant Wyc- 
koff indicated tbo punitioa the ship would 
be In at 4 a. m. if allowed to run at a uni- 
form speed of fivs knots an hour until that 
hour, allowing a danger diatanoa of twenty 
knota firoB tba Lamook Boeka.

This 
morning I rcenivod a letter turn a cur- 
respondout at ShonghaL The writer has 
been many years in China, and Is 
thoroughly aeqnalntad witb tbo opinions of 
tha pssplo. Ba talk ma that ba '^earoely 
thinks''^ thore will be war, eitpeoially If the 
Frenoh will make such slight concessions 
as, would save Chinese suMceptibilities.

doaorlbaa biaualf as an ex-convict, di»- 
ehargad ftan tbo OHntoB StataPrbnn on 

the 31 of tho present month, st tha OXpira- 
tion of a five years' santanoa for forgery, 
hasaddraaaod alattar toQotomor Clove- 
land complaining of tha traatment received 
by convlota In thatpriaon and urging an 
Inquiry Into and reform of tho alleged 
abuses. He says that he bad seventeen 
montha' .oommutation for .good oonduet. 
Hia trot oemptatet Is against 'State Prison 
Bupsrintendent Isaao V. Baker, who, be 
soys, only visits the prison aboat onoo in 
two months, when he baa a obat of an hour 
or two with tbe Warden. Shortly after an 
interview with Superintendent Baker in 
March last, secured with much difficulty, 

the writer on a very cold day says he w.i.* 
stripped and scrubbed with such violence 
that the blood ran from different parts of 
his body. This, bo says was booause he 
had told tbe Superintendent, among other 
thinga, that oertaln keepera were being 
paid In nonay and hata by tbe prison hat 
contractors as an indue ement to getting a 
larger amount of work out of the convicts 
in their charge. 

Flogffiiig being prohibited, Hall says the 
puni-liiaent of the "flying trapeze," or 
haiigiiii; u[i by the thumbs and wri!<t.'', was 
intrnduceii ly the aotlMritios. This he 
charactej-i/.es as " far more painful and 
health dotroying" than flogging, and as 
inducing insanity more S|icedily than "pad- 
dling." I'jion the quextiun of insanity 
be charges that tha transfers of Inaano 
conviots from tho prison to tbo Asylum for 
the Criminal Insane at Auburn aravory 
large. "The Clinton Prison as It la at 
jiresent," writes the ex-convict, "is nothing 
el.>«e than an ini^ane asylum, for over one- 
half of tlie c iuvicts coiitiiied there ihi^ day, 
o« lii / to I lie Hameiiefs of the food in-iutfi- 
eie it ill (unlity *>« woil a.< in i|.ianiiiy — 
the coniinue l dread of soviie punishment 
for the nmsi iri.ling offences, such as talk- 
ing in shop or in the prison galleries, 
are more or less near to menial da- 
rangemenu" " Convicts," ha saya, " ftra- 
c|nontly, for the slightest offsnaa, kava 
thair baada ant open witb iron bonded 
eanoa In tba biindo of thofar keepera." A 
week ago. for Inatanoa, ba adda, a convict 
named Jamea Real was struclt by Keeper 
Anibal, and although the Limviet wa^ a 
large "nd strong man. he .11 much 
blnoil from the blow that tic had to be cne- 
ried to liiM cell, tiiu' Johriion, a colored 
convict, was shot at, Hull ^ays. and is now 
confined in tbe dungeon, " being, to the 
writer's personal knowledge a oontirmed 
maniae." "Keeper Chaunoey D. Allen," 
the narrative prooeods, " who teetifted 
beforo tbo Qamkiorlal oonunittae thatoon- 
vieta oould adt bo managed without physi- 
qal t9rtura, put one Daniel F. Hogoboom on 
tha * flying trapexe ' about two weeks b»- 
fors the expiration of Carroll Co.'s bat 
contract for not performing a task hsavy 
enough to suit those greedy bloodhounds.
